1. The request to "replace the paragraph at page 4, beginning 
at line 5" can not be effected as 37 CFR 1.121 has not been 
complied with. The new text is inconsistent with that present 
in the instant application. 

2. The proposed drawing correction filed on April 05, 2006 is 
disapproved as containing new matter. The new structure of the 
"overflow drain pipe 34" is not supported by the original 
disclosure . 

3. This application repeats a substantial portion of prior 
Application No. 10/247,247, filed September 19, 2002, and adds 
and claims additional disclosure not presented in the prior 
application. Since this application names an inventor or 
inventors named in the prior application, it may constitute a 
continuation-in-part of the prior application. Should applicant 
desire to obtain the benefit of the filing date of the prior 
application, attention is directed to 35 U.S.C. 120 and 37 

CFR 1.78. 

4. The drawings are objected to because reference numerals 
"35A", "35B" and "39" (pg. 3 Ins. 28, 29 and 35) are missing, 
and reference numerals "51" and "63A" (pg. 4 Ins. 6 and 8) are 
missing. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
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sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

6. The amendment filed April 05, 2006 is objected to under 35 
U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the 
disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The 
added material which is not supported by the original disclosure 
is as follows: The language added to the paragraph at page 3, 
beginning at line 32. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply 
to this Office Action. 

7. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim 3 recites a plug including a "hollow stub tube". 
Claim 4 recites similar subject matter. This subject matter is 
not found in the originally filed disclosure and is therefore 
considered to be new matter. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3 and 4 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
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rejection. It is noted that the instant application consists of 
the specification and drawings filed September 30, 2003 as 
application serial no. 10/674,739, including the acceptable 
amendments filed October 17, 2005 and April 05, 2006. 
9. The grounds of rejection have been reconsidered in light of 
applicant's arguments, but are still deemed to be proper.
